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INTRODUCTION: 


Ex dering how much it may tend to 


the Glory of Gad, and the Com fort and 


Satisfaction i all well. Aiſpos 4 Chriſtians, b 


to 15 the Church proſper in ſpight of its 
Enemies; I have endeavoured to give an 
Impartial Account of the good Order, 
Manner of Divine Service,. and Succeſs of 


the Churches within and about London; 


eſpecially at preſent, and ſince the late de- 


vouring Fire, which turned many of them 


into Aſhes, and the moſt Part of the City + 
to which they belonged. And to encourage 


to the more punctual and due Obſervation » 
of that good and ſettled Order, I have + 


annexed a ſhort Per ſwaſive thereto. 


In that unpar allel'd and moſt dreadſul 


Conflagration on September 24 A. D. 
1666; out of 97 Pariſh-Churches then 


within the Walls of this 222 87 (A ' 


dhe great Cathedral of St. Paul, and 6 
Coalecrated Chapels) were burnt down, 
or much demuliſh:d ;, ſome whereof ſuffer 
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to this Day. Tet by the Bleſſing of God, 
to the Confuſion of Roman Cruelty, and 
Grandeur of this Nation, that vaſt Loſs 
was effectually repaired in a far ſhorter 
Time than could reaſonably be expelted, by 
Rebuilding 52 of them in a more ſplendid 
and magnificent Condition, than they had 
formerly been in, and annexing 35 to thoſe, 
which remain yet unbuilt, and are only ſet 
apart for Burial-Places,or other Vſes : And 


further, that mournful Day was by Att of 


Parliament render'd Memorable to all Po- 
fterity by ſolemn Faſting and Humiliation. 
And thus, this Royal City has riſen, like 
the Pheznix out of its own Aſhes, and ſo 
mightily increaſes, (and long may it flou- 
riſh and be enlarged) that now there are 64 
ftately Pariſh-Churches, and one Cathe- 
dral, beſide the 35 Pariſhes of the demeli- 
ſbed Churches, and divers Chapels, within 
its Walls; in the Suburbs 16; in Welt- 
minſter 7 ; beſides the Abby ; in the out- 
Pariſhes of Middleſex and Surry 15; 
and in my whole Compaſs, 1 have given an 
Hiſtorico-T heological Account of 201 
Places, which have been ſet apart for the 
Service of God, whereof there are 63 Cha- 
pels, but 35 of them are not. But as if all 
theſe had been too few, the laſt Seſſion of Par- 
liameat, cat of their godly Reſpect to Re- 
ligion, thought it neceſſary to order fiſty 
New Churches to be eretted about it, which 
is 
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is twice as many as are in any City of Eu- 
rope, and is not parallel d in any City of 
the World beſide it ſelf, yea, little inferior 
to 4 whole Kingdom. 
l have given a ſhort Deſcription of them 
in General, as they lie in Alphabetical 
Order, ſo far as is poſſible to be found, or 
needfut to be known ; for which 1 have con- 
| ſulted the beſt Authors on that Subject, nei- 
ther can Things of that Nature be otherwiſe 
known at ſuch a Diſtance of Time. And if 
the curious Antiquarian Mr. Stow had 
not obliged the World with ſuch Obſerva- 
tions, many of them had lain in perpetual 
Darkneſs. And moreover, to inform the 
truly Devom and Religions, who had ra- 
ther frequent the Houſe of God, than loyter 
in the Tents of Wickeaneſs, 1 bave parti- 
cularly ſet down the ſpecial Times or Sea- 
fons of Prayers, Sacraments, and Ser- 
mons, with an Account of the Donors, Oc- 
calions, and preſent Preachers thereof ; 
which may ſtand for a common Rule, to in- 
cite, direct, and prepare them to Attendance 
upon theſe Parts of Divine Worſhip. 
Herein may be ſeen the good Order -and 
Conformity of our Church to the right Pri- 
mitive Conſtitution ; and ene may have a 
Glance of its Victory over both Roman 
Cruelty, and particular Innovations ; for

To prevent further Labor and Repetiti- 
ons in this Work, let it be taken for grants 
ed, that in all Pariſh-Churches eſpecially, 
and Chapels, within my Compaſs, Morning 
Prayers and Sermon begin every Sunday at 
ten, and between 2 and 3 in the Afternoon ;

Virgo & Martyres, or the Rotundò d 
Notre Dame: And their Feſtival fall 
On the firſt Day of November, whicl 
has ever ſince been kept Holy.

All Samts, commonly Alhalloms in 


Bread: ſtreet near St. Auſtin's; becauſe 
it's in that Street, which was called 
Bread-ſtreet, from a Market of Bread, 
which was formerly kept there, where

all the Bakers of London were obliged 
by an Act A. D. 1303, to ſell their 
Bread. The Steepte was ſtruck dowa 
by Lightning September 5, A. D. 1559, 
but erected again; it was repaired again 
A. D. 1625, burnt in 1666, rebuilt in 
very good Order of ſolid Stone-Work, 
and finiſh'd, A. D. 1684; and the 
Steeple which is eighty ſix Foot high 
was compleated, A. D. 1697 ; when the 
Church was again beautified 3 and is 
now a ſtately and decent Church, both 
without and within. 

The old Pariſh Church of St. John 
Evangeliſt in Friday. ſtreet, near adjoy- 
ning, being burat down in 1666, was 
only appointed fora Burial-Place to the 
old Pariſh, which was annex'd to this 
by Act of Parliament, in the twenty 
third of King Charles II: but both 
ſcarcely make up one hundred Houſes. 

Morning Prayers are on all Wedneſ- 
days, and Fridays, in Leat only; and 
on all Holy Days in the Year, at Eleven: 
And no more. | 

A Weekly Lecture is preach'd here 
on every Thurſday Evening, at Four

Richard Leigh, Eſq, A. D. 1597, and 
Samuel Brewer, A. D. 1684. It is a very 
* low and dark Building, the Tower is but

from whence Carthuſian-ſtreet there, re- 
tains the Name to this Day.

der of Carthuſian Monks was firſt found- 


ed by Bruno in 1080, at a Place called 


Carthuſe in Dauphine of Fance, and brought 


firſt into England in 1181. And in thi 
Time of King Edward III, the noble 
Sir Walter de Manny, Lord of the Tow 
of Manny, in the Dioceſe of Cambry 
in the Netherlands; who for ſom; 
fingular Service done to King Edward ll. 
in France, was made Knight of the Gar 


zer; founded a Houſe here for thi 


Monks of that Order in 1371, upon: 
Piece of Ground conſiſting of thirtee 
Acres, called Spittle-croft; and dyin 
ſoon after was buried here. It conti 
nued ſo, *till it was, in the Year 153! 
diffolved by King Henry VIII, who ga! 
it to Sir Thomas Audley, Lord Chan 
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which he gave to Thomas Duke of Nora 
ok, who married his Daughter Mar- 
garet, and from him it came to Thomas 
8 Howard the Earl of Suffolk, from whom 
it was called Howard Houſe. And at laſt 
the famous Mr. Thomas Sutton purchaſed 
it from him, May 9, 1611 ; and by the 
{royal Patent granted by King James I, 
and confirmed by King Charles I, found- 
ed this ſpacious Collegiate Houſe 5 
therefore it's called by his Name Sutton's. 
Hoſpital ; and was finiſhed by his Exe- 
cutors, October 3, 1614, three Years 
after his Death. And now it is the 
richeſt Hoſpital in Europe, which ever 
was founded by one ſingle Perfon, or a 
Subject; for the Houſe coſt him at firſt, 
thirteen thouſand Pounds in ready Mo- 
ney ; for Reparations ſeven thonſand! 
Pounds more; in all twenty thouſand 
Pounds. And after all, he endowed it 
with above five thouſand Pounds per 
Annum of ſtanding Rent; and ever 
ſince it has been maintained by its own 
Revenues, without the leaſt Addition of 
anyother Legaciesor Donations; where= 
by are handſomely entertained at Bed 
and Board, Cloaths, Phylick, and other 
Neceſſaries; eighty decayed Gentlemen, 
or poor Brothers, forty Scholars, with 
two Maſters, beſides a Maſter, Chaplain, 
Phyſician, Reader, Organiſt, Regiſter, Re- 
| Corus 
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ceiver, and Auditor; with ſeveral dome- 
ſtick Servants. And thus it had a better 


Maintenance than any Abby in England, 


or any Hoſpital in the World, at the firſt 
Foundation. It would be endleſs and 
impoſlible to enumerate all the Gifts and 
Legacies, which this admirable Eſquire 
Sutton beſtowed upon poor People, Pa- 
riſhes, Priſons, Miniſters, Colleges, Uni- 
verſities, Churches, and the like; which 
ſome have reckoned up to fourteen 
millions ſix hundred and ten Pounds 
nineteen Shillings and four Pence ; be- 
ſides private Gifts given by this rare 
and incomparable Anachoriſt or Mirror 


of Charity; who gave all his Goods to] 


the Poor; and was contented with Ce- 
Ilibacy, voluntary Parcimony, and much 
Care and Induſtry, like the Bee, for the 
Good of others. For the Government 
of this Hoſpital after the Founders De- 
ceaſe, his Majeſty King James I, by 
his Letters Pateat under the Great Seal, 
ia 1611, appointed many Perſons of 
the prime Nobility, and higheſt Dig- 
nity, both ia Church and State; of 
whom are choſen ſixteen Governours 
thereof. 

This privete and extraparochial Chapel, 
appointed for the Uſe of the Gueſts and 
Others within the Zofpital, is kept in 
very good Order, adorned with a oy 
tit 
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iful and coſtly Monument, in perpe- 
tual Memory of the famous Founder, 
with this Inſcription. 
Sacred to the Glory of God, in grateful 
Memory of Thomas Sutton, Eſquire. 
Here lieth the Body of Thomas Sutton, 


late of Caſtle-Camps, in the County of 
Cambridge, Eſq; at whoſe only Coft and 
Charge this Hoſpital was founded and en- 
dowed with large Poſſcſſions, for the Relief 
of poor Men and Children. He was a 
Gentleman Born at Rnayth. in the County 


' of Lincoln, of worthy and honeſt Paren- 


tage; be lived to the Age of ſeventy Nine

| the Monk, and removed to Canterbury 

under King Ethelbert, in 600. And fo 
this Church is about one thouſand five 
hundred and thirty five Years ſtanding; 
this is confirmed from an old Table, 
now engraven on Braſs, and fixed to a 
Pillar of the ſaid Church, ſince the Fire 
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and from other Authors. But notwiths 
ſtanding there are others, who apply 
this Priority and Antiquity to St. Pe- 
ter's Abby in Weſtminſter, or that moſt 
ancient Building in the great Sanctuary 
adjoyning, now called Beeche's Cellars ; 
however, the Miſtake or Difference 
proceeds from the two Churches of the 
ſame Name, one in the Eaſt, and the 


other in the Weſt End of this City, 


which are both of great Antiquity. It 
was moſtly conſumed in 1666 ; but re- 
built by the publick, of Stone, in 1680; 
repaired and finiſhed, in 1681. 
Steeple is of Brick, about one hundred 
and forty Foot ; within it's beautified 
with a ſtately new Organ; maintain'd 
by the Gift of Mr. Benjamin Thorowgood, 
in 1682; and ſome other Ornaments ;

And one hundred and fifty iix 
Years after him, King Henry III, took 
down the cld Fabrick, and rebuilt it 
from the Ground, with that rare Ar 

chitecture as it ſtands now; and on the 
Eve of Penrecoſt, in 1220, he laid the 
firſt Stone of that new Chapel of the 
Bleſſed Virgin. But thirty Years after 
in 1245, the Walls and Steeple wer 
taken down again, in order to make 
them more magnificent; and to raiſe 
Mony for that End, the King, in 1240 
appointed a great Fair at Weſtminſter 
for fifteen Days, and all others tc 


ceaſe through the Kingdom ; way 
the 
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the Citizens of London were glad to 
redeem with twenty thouſand Pounds; 
es and ſoon after that he died; and atter 
fifty Years Charge it was complea cd. 
But in the Year 1274, the Roof and 
other Things were damnified by Fire, 
except the new Walls and Pillars, 
which King Edward I, and II, and the 15 . 
Abbots repaired by their Large ſſes. 14 4 
About the Vear 1471, the Art of Prin- 7 
ting (which William Coxton had learned At 
in Germany) was firſt practiſed herein. 
And at laſt King Henry VII, pulled 
down the old Chapel of the Bleſſed Fire 
gin, erected by King Henry Ill, at the 
eaſt End of the Abby, aud there laid 
wal the firſt Stone of a moſt curious and 
1xWitately Chapel, (called King Henry VII's 
0k Chapel) on January 24, 1502; before 
ol ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction, and fi- 
\rMniſhed it at the Charge of fourteen 
the thouſand Pounds, (or as others ſay 
the cleven thouſand and four hundred 
the Pounds) to be a burial Place for him- 
er ſelf and his royal Predeceſlors, and 
er prohibited any but the Blood Royal to 
1: de interred therein; and accordingly 
ich this unparallel'd Edifice is .adorned . 
8 vith the magnificent and ſtately Mo- 19 
er numents of divers of the royal Race, (a 
ta great many whereof haye been buried | 
ich berein at ſeveral Times,) and other | Fix 
the 2 M ſur- ls. 
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ſurpriſing Ornaments, to the Aſtoniſh- 
ment of all Spectators, and anſwerable 
to their royal Dignity. 

So much for the Original of this Edi- 
fice, I return to the Eccleſiaſtical Go- 
vernment thereof; and after one thou- 
ſand Years uniaterrupted Succeſſion of 
Abbots and Monks, it was reſigned, 
Fanuary 16, and thirty firſt of King 
Henry. VIII, by William Benſen, and 
ſeventeen Monks; and the King placed 
a. Dean, and · Prebendaries, making Hen. 
ſon the firſt Dean, who had been laſt 
Abbot. But December 17, in 1541, and 
thirty ſecond of his Reign, he made it 
an Epiſcopal See, and a Cathedral 
Church, govern'd by a Biſhop, a Dean, 
and twelve Prebendaries, the City of 
Weſtminſter, and the County of Middle- 
ſex, (except the Pariſh of Fulham, ) to 
be the Dioceſe of the Biſhop of Weſtmin- 
ſter; and conſtitnted Thomas Thurlevy 
Biſhop thereof; which laſted but for 
nine Years, *till he was removed to 
Norwich, and Ely, upon the firſt of 
April, in the fourth Year of King 
Edward VI, in 1550; then the King by 
his Letters Patents diſſolved it, and 
reſtored it to the former Coaſtitution 
of Dean, and twelve Prebendaries. 
Queen Mary in the fourth Year of her 
Reign, reſtor'd it to the ancient Form 
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of Government, under an Abbot and 
fourteen Monks of the Order of St. Be- 
nedift ; and John Freckenham Dean of St. 
Paul's was made the firſt Abbot. But 
after three Years Queen Elizabeth and 
the Parliament drove them out, in 1559; 
and in the Year 1560, converted this 
ancient Abby into a Collegiate Church, 
placing therein a Dear and twelve Pre- 
bendaries ; but Dr. Godolphin (while he 
was Dean) added to theſe the thir- 
teenth Prebendary of St. Peter the Pa- 
tron. At that Time the ſaid Queen 
new founded a royal School, for a 
Maſter and forty Scholars, called the 
Queens Scholars, about thirty ſinging 
Men or Petty Canons, twelve Alms- 
men and others; but that School had 
been firſt erected by William the Con- 
feſſor, about the Year 1070; all 
which are maintain'd by the yearly 
Rents, and Endowmeats, granted by 
our Kings and other pious Perſons ; 
whereof much was imbezled and ſacri- 
legiouſly ſeiz'd on in the Civil War, 
but reſtored again by King Charles II, 
in 1660. But this great and ſtately 
Edifice being much decay'd, through 
the Malignity of a lohg Date, of four 
hundred and forty Years; and ſeveral 
lajuries and Alterations which had be- 
fallen it, ſince the laſt Re-edification 
M 2 the 
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the Parliament in 1700, granted an 
annual Subſidy of the puklick Tax upon 
Coals, imported into London, of two 
thouſand Pounds per Annum, for ſixteen 
Years, in all thirty two thouſand Pounds; 
and to be renewed aftepwards as Oc- 
caſion required, for Reparation of the 
ſame ; whereby it's now repaired and 


beautified, (as well as other Churches) 


and almoſt finiſhed in ſtately Order, 
and new Faſhion. And now it's the 
moſt ſpacious, conſpicuous, and noble 
Structure; and the only Abby about 
theſe renowned Cities, of London, and 
Weſtminſter.

John Trevers; and ſo called becauſe it's: 
a-Repolitory. of Charters, Patents, Com- 
miſſions, &c. made up in Rolls of Parch-- 
ment; but at firit here was founded: 
by King Henry III, in 1233, a. Houſe: 
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of converted Jews, upon the Founda- 
tion of a Jew's Houſe, which had been 
formerly confiſcated to the King; and 
therefore it was called Domus Conver- 
ſorum; here they reſided and were 
maintain'd, inſtructed in the Chriſtian 
Faith, and had good Encouragement 
to embrace it; and at that Time 
this Church was erected for their Uſe; 
but after their Expulſion out of England 
for Stubborneſs and divers Crimes, it 
was granted by the royal Patent of 
King Edward 11, in 1377, to Milliam 
Rurſtall, Clerk, the firſt Cuſtos Rotu- 
lorum, or Maſter of the Rolls, and then 
annexed ſor ever to that Office ; where- 
in are kept all Records of that Nature, 
from the Beginning of King Richard Ill, 
in 1484; thoſe before that Time, are 
kept in the Tower of London, called 
Wakefield Tower. This Chapel is an 
ancient Building of Brick, Boulder, and 
Free Stone; wherein are ſeveral large 
Preſſes for the Rolls, an ancient Alrar- 
piece, and Communion Table, three 
old Tombs, of the Date of 1516, 1610, 
and 1616; two Tables, Benches, Ge. 
for the Maſter and Others to ſit at, 
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and only Prayers at three, and Prayers 
on Holy Days at ten, and three. 

And the Holy Sacrament is ad mi- 
niſtred ſeven Times only in the Year, 
viz. on every ſecond Sunday of the four 
Terms; and on Chriſtmas-day, Eaſter-day, 
and Whitſunday.

Trinity in the little Pinozies, 
or London Minories, without Aladpate, 
and near the Tower of London; it's ſo 
denominated from the Holy Trinity, to 
whoſe Service it was dedicated, and a 
Houſe of Nuns of the Order of St. Clare, 
who were called Minoreſſes. This Mo- 
naſtery was feunded in 1293, by F4- 
mund Earl of Lancaſter, Leiceſter, and 


Derby, Brother to King Edward I; who 


gave his Royal Patent for building 
thereof, at Weſtminſter, June 18, in the 
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two hundred and forty ſix Years ſtand- 
ing, it was ſurrendred in the thirtieth 
of King Henry VIII, in 1539; then 
Store Houſes for Armour, and Mer- 
chants Goods, were erected, and this 
Church for the Uſe of the Inhabitants ; 
it was repaired in 1618, and 1636; 
taken down and rebuilt from the 
Ground in 1706, all of Brick ; to which 
Daniel King Eſq; gave two hundred 
Pounds ; Lady Prichard, Widow of Sir 
William Prichard Lord Mayor, in 1683, 
gave one hundred Pounds; and the Pa- 
riſhioners collected four hundred Pounds 
more. And now it'sa fine neat Church, 
but not very large; for the Pariſh con- 
tains but one hundred and twenty Dwel- 
ling Houſes. |

William Triſt was buried in it in 1425, 
and being very old, it was rebuilt in 
1600; beautified in 1614; conſumed in 
1666 ; rebuilt by Act of Parliament, 
all of Stone, and covered with Lead, 
in 1697; and finiſhed in 1698: And 


now it's a very beautiful Church, a- 


dorned with a fine Altar-piece, Com- 
munion Table, Gallery, Painting, and 
ſeveral new Monuments ; and a ſtately 
new Tower ninety Foot high, wherein 
is a Peal of ſix fine Bells, It's the laſt 
of theſe that are dedicated to two con- 


junct Saints; at the firſt it was called 


St. Foſter's, in Memory of ſome Found- 
er, or ancient Benefactor; but after- 
wards it was dedicated to St. Vedaſt, 
Biſhop of Arras forty Years, he died 
in 570. And the old Pariſh-Church of 
St. Michael Quern, which had been new 
rebuilt in 1450, and burnt in 1666, 


was not then rebuilt, but the Pariſh 
annexed to this, which in all make u 
about two hundred fine Dwelling-Houſes. 
It's called alſo St. AHichael ad Bladum in 
| old 
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old Writs, and corruptly Quern for Corn, 
hecauſe of a Corn Market there; it ſtood 
before the Fire vpon the ſame Plat of 
Ground, where is now an Obelisk, com- 
monly called Cheapfide Conduit.

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the Vear 1240; afterwards Walter Gra 


Archbiſhop of Tort, purchaſed it of 
them, whereof he made a Palace fo 
himſelf and Succe ſſors in that See; there 
fore it was called York Place; and fo it 
continued *till about 1529; when King 
Henry VIII, took it from Cardinal Hon 
ſey, then Archbiſhop of Tork, at his Di: 
grace; and made it a Royal Palace for 
himſelf, becauſe the ancient Royal Pa 
lace of Weſtminſter (which had been the 
.common Court and Reſidence of the 
Kings of England, from King Edward 
the Confeſſor, till it was finally conſy- 
med by Fire, in the fourth of King 
Henry VIII, 15 12; except the great Hal, 
and ſome others yet ſtanding,) was then 
_ deſerted; from that Time White- Hal 
was the principal Reſidence of the Kings, 
"Till it was unfortunately laid in Aſhes 
by that diſmal Fire in January 4, 1697 ; 
at which Time the Royal Chapel was 
alſo conſumed ;z wherefore his late Ma- 
jeſty ereted a new one, in that moſt 
ſpacious and beautiful Room, called the 
Bauqueting=- Houſe, built by King James]; 
and ſo it continues the Royal Chapel for 
the Uſe of the Nobility, Gentry, and 
other Inhabitants thereabout. I need 
ſay no more of the Ornaments, but that 
it's the nobleſt in Europe ; but never 
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adorned with Her Majeſty's Preſence, 
though it be under her immediate Juriſ- 
diction ; the Royal Preſence being re- 
mov'd to the Palace of St. James's, &c. 
ſince the late Fire. |

day, at ſeven; and all Sundays, and 
Week Days, at eleven ; and Evening

ND thus I have finiſhed his Ec- 

cleſiaſtical Survey of the Churches 
in this Imperial City; my main Deſign 
was to fhew the beautiful and excellent 
Order of our Churches, according to the 
Primitive Inſtitution , hitherto I have 
been in the Theory, now I return to 
the practical Part. And now I ſhall 
take this Opportunity to allure and per- 
ſwade all good Chriſtians, and more 
eſpecially thoſe lazy, lite warm, and 
indifferent Profeſſors, or nominal Chriſt i- 
ans, to frequent the Horſe of Prayer, 
and to love and affect that Exerciſe, 
which is the moſt neceſſary Part of all 
publick Duties; for conſidering our 
conſtant Dependance on God, the ma- 


| nifold Mercies we continually receive 


from our gracious Benefactor; and al- 


ſo the numberleſs Dangers, Wants, 


Temptations, and Sins, which we are 
expoſed to; what Duty is more rea- 
| ſonable, 
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ſonable, neceſſary, and advantagious ? 
And. what is more efficacious and pre- 
valent with God, than the publick and 
united fervent Voice of Believers? 
God and Holy Angels are ſpecially pre- 
ſent, beholding the Carriage, and ready 
to hear the Deſires of his humble and 
hearty Supplicants; and for their En- 
couragement has made a gracious Pro- 
miſe, that wherever two or three are ga- 
thered together in his Name, he will be 
in the Midſt of them, and grant their Re- 
gueſts. Prayer is the Key of Heaven, 
all Bleſſings both ſpiritual and tempo- 
ral have been procured and obtained 
thereby; Prayer aſcends, and God's 
Bleſſing deſcends, though it be poured 
out on Earth, it operates in Heaven; 
it's our Meſſenger to the King of Kings, 
thither we cannot come in Perſon, but 
we may in our Affection; we may ſend 
the Meſſenger of Prayer, which never 
returns Empty, or with a direct and 
poſitive Nolumus; unleſs we entertain 
the ſtumbling Block of our Iniquities, i. e. 
(ſome Idol Sin unrepented of) tor our God 
is more ready to hear than we are to 
pray; and if he does not anſwer us at 
our Time and Pleaſure, yet he ſtill does 
it to our Profit. What Miracles have

The Jewiſh Rabbies have a very pro- 
per Proverb to this Purpoſe; Fit were 
mt for Standing, (that is for Praying) 
the World could not ſtand. Holy David 
vas a Pillar and Support of the Land

eremy, Daniel, the Holy Apoſtles and 
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in his Time; and if many ſuch had been 
in the old World, and Sodom, neither 
that had been drowned, nor this con- 
ſumed with Fire and Brimſtone. 

Juſtus Jonas ſays of Luther, that he 
could have of God what he would; and ſo 
may every good Man, whoprays aright; 
for God and Chriſt have bound them- 
ſelves by their Promiſes, to hear when 
we Pray; and we cannot doubt of the 
Goodneſs, Powers, and Willingneſs, of 
either, to perform what they have pro- 
miſed ; for this End, Read theſe, in- 
ſtead of many more. Call, upon me in 
the Day of Trouble, an I will deliver thee, 
God never ſaid to any of thee Seed of 
Jacob, ſeek ye my F:ce in vain ;, he took 
notice of the Counterfeit Humiliation of 
Ahab, and ſpared Ninive for their Fa. 
ſting in Sackcloth, and what will he do to 
them that ſeek his Face above all Things? 
for he hath ſaid, A, and it ſhall be 
given you, ſeek and ye ſhall find, knock 
and it ſhall be opened unto you; for ever 
one that asketh, receiveth; he that ſeeketh, 
findeth; and to him that Rnocketh, it ſhal 
be opened. Here is a large Encourage- 
ment ; he hath alſo promiſed, whatever 
ye ask the Father in my Name, I will av 
it. And we can neither doubt of the 
Father's Hearing, nor of the Son's In- 

terceſſion: 
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terce ſſion: For if he ſpared not his own 
Son, but gave him freely and unſought, 
what will he not give, if we importune him 
by Prayer in his Son's Name ? It will be 
our own Fault if we want any good 
Thing; ſeeing we may have it for asking. 

But we muſt not think that it's e- 
nough to come once or twice, Or at our 
Leiſure Hours to the Houſe of Prayer; or 
pour out a God have Mercy on me, in 
the Morning and Night. God loves the 
importunate and fervent Prayer ot the 


Righteous, and may delay to hear us at 


the firſt Call; that he may move us to 
Faith, Fervency, conſtant Dependance, and 
Importunity in our Duty. The Widow in 
the Parable, and the Canaanitiſh Woman 
in the Goſpel, had not expreſſed the 
Greatneſs of their Faith and Importu- 
nity, if they had received their An- 
ſwer at firſt, Holy David pray'd in the 
Morning, Evening, and at Noon; he 
prevented the dawuing, and applied 
himſelf to his Devotion ſeven Times 
a Day. He ſighed after God's Houſe, 
and thought it was the moſt unſup- 
portable Part of his Baniſhment, that 
he was removed from the Courts of the 
Lord's Houſe. He envied the Privilege of 
the Swallows and Sparrews, who had the 
Liberty to build their Neſts in the 
Temple, and near the Lord's Altar; 

1 and 
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and the bleſſed Coadition of them who 
might dwell in the Houſe of Prayer, 
becauſe they will be ſtill praiſing God, He 
could willingly be a Porter there, and 
never be abſent from theſe Holy Doors; 
One Thing (ſays he) have I deſired of God, 
which I will require, and that is, even that 
1 may dwell in the Houſe of God all the 
Days of my Life. And in another Place, 
My Soul longeth after thy Courts. Daniel 
kneeled and made his Petition three 
Times a Day, though he was prohibited 
under the Paia of Death. And he that 
commanded us to pray daily, pray'd 
three Times ia the ſpace of half a Night, 
he roſe up a great while before Day, 
went into a ſolitary Place, and there 
prayed, and continued whole Nights in 
Prayer. He did all this, not out of any 
Neceſſity of praying and petitioning, for 
he was Lord of all; but to commend 
to us the Excellency, Dignity, and Ule- 
fulneſs, of this Duty. Luther pray'd 
three whole Hours, and ſome eight, 
every Day. The Holy Martyr Job» 
Bradford's continual Study was upon 
his Knees, according to that pious Say. 
ing of Martin Luther, bene Oraſſe eſ 
bene Studuiſſe. 


William the Conqueror, ſpent her Time 
ſo much upon her Knees, that the 
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have from innumerable Holy Martyrs, 
and devout Chriſtians, in the flouri- 
ſhing Times of Chriſtianity. 

It's the greateſt Honour and Privi- 
lege we can have, that we who are mi- 
ſerable Duſt and Aſhes, are admitted 
to come Petitioners to the Court of 
the great King, and of all the Inſtan- 
ces of Religion and Providence, God 
hath not given à greater Proof of his 
Deſire and Willingneſs to have us happy, 
than by this, of allowing us to come 
freely to the Throne of his Grace with 
Boldneſs, as Children to a Father, to 
ask theſe Things which are requiſite 
and neceſſary, as well for the Body as 
the Soul; having the greateſt Encou. 
ragements and Promiſes that we can 
deſire, of obtaining whatſoever we ask 
believing in his Son's Name. 

Frequency in Prayer is a principal 
means to fix and transform the Mind 
into Holineſs, and to procure the Mor- 
tification of Sin; becauſe it excites, and 
exerciſes in us theſe Graces of the Ho- 
ly Spirit, which oppoſe and weaken in— 
dwelling Sin; and the Soul is raiſed 
up into a more eager Purſuit of Com— 
munion with God, of Love and Delight in 
Holineſs, and Contempt of this World, 
in Prayer, -than in any other Duty, 
It alſo procures the Grace of God, 
O 2 which 
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which is both neceſlary to keep us from 
falling, and to-recover us when we are 
fallen ; and ,to extinguiſh all the fiery 
Darts of Satan. 

Having theſe Promiſes, Encourage- 


ments, and Advantages, by this Duty 
of Prayer, what a Pity is it, we ſhould 
light and deſpiſe, refuſe and neglect, 


an Exerciſe which is ſo honourable, 


reaſonable, eaſy, good, and profita- 


ble, for us! How lamentable is the 
Backwardneſs, and lazy Diſpoſition 
which poſſeſſes moſt Men! Many have 
Excuſes, and all are too negligent and 
unwilling. The extreme Neceſlity of the 
Poor, and the Multitude of Buſineſs 
or perverſe Diſpoſition of the Rich, 
are ſtrong Remoras to this Exerciſe; 


for every one has ſome Pretence and 


Excuſe to palliate the Neglect thereof; 
ſome weary of the Length, ſome mur- 
mure at the Frequency of the Hours, 
a third falls into a deep Sleep, like 
Eutychus and a fourth Part negle& 
them altogether, as if they cared for 
none of thoſe Things. And ſo it comes 
to paſs that a Cofte- Houſe, Tavern, or 
Exchange, will be thronged ; while a 
few and ſmall Number go uptothe Tem- 
ple at the Hour of Prayer; and the Mini- 
ſter thinks it- not worth his while to 
attend on ſo few. And thus the ay 
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of Religion is like to vaniſh in this. 
carnal and profane Age. 

And now. the Entrance is eaſy, the 
Door is open to all, aud admittance is 
granted three or four Times a Day. 
The poor Waldenſes and. other Chri- 
ſtians, perſecuted under the Heathe- 
niſn and Roman Perſecutors, could. 
macerate their Bodies with Prayer 
and Faſting, in Priſons, Rocks, Caves, 
and Wilderneſſes; and ſhail we look 
upon it as a troubleſome and weati— 
ſome Exerciſe to come to worſhip God, 
in a beautiful and decent Church, and 
grumble at the ſhort Space of half an 
Hour at Divine Service ? Our Creator 
might have required more than one 
Day in ſeven, all our Fruits, inſtead 
of the firſt, and the whole Day, rather 
than Morning and Evening Sacrifice ; 
and yet we rob him of that little, and 
reaſonable Service. 

But let's ſee the Diligence and Man- 
ner of other Nations, and Profeſſiuns in 
their publick Prayers. The Heathens could 
dedicate every Day of the Week, to 
the Service of their Idols; yea they did 
not ſpare the firſt Fruits of their own 
Bodies to pleaſe tne Devil. Hence 


came the "Roman, and our own Names 
of the Days of the Week : In the Days 
of Elijah, Baal's Prophets could tear and

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„ 
cut themſelves with Knives, to pro- 
voke their Fervor, and call upon the 
dumb and dead Idol for an Anſwer, 
from Morning 'till Evening; their 
Bacchanalia, Bellonalia, Cerealia, Saturna- 
lia, and other ſacred Games, Sacrifices, 
and Feſtivals, offered to Bacchus, Bel- 
lona, Ceres, Saturn, and a thouſand 
more; for every God had his own 
Holy Days, that were both chargeable, 
troubleſome, numerous, cruel, and 
very mortifying ; and yet they never 
grumbled at any, but took Pleaſure 11 
them all. 

The Jews had at Feruſalem belides 


the Temple, four hundred and eighty 


Synagegues, Which were like our Chapel 
of Eaſe, becauſe they could not all re- 
ſort to that, being too far diſtant, and 
not capacious enough for them al. 
And how many more were in all the 
Land of Judah, is impoſſible to tell; 
for they ſay, that wherever ten Men of 
Iſrael were, there ought to be a Synagogue 
built. So forward were they for encou- 
raging the publick Service of God; 
they had three great Hours of the Tem: 
ple, (as they call them) that is, Hours 
Prayer ; the third, the ſixth, and the ninth: 
The third anſwering to our ſix a Clock 
in the Morning; they muſt pray while 
the Sun 1s riſing, and no later, 1 
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then is the Time of hearing as they 
imagine; and they anathematize any 
Perſon who goes to his Buſineſs with- 
out Prayer. Their ſixth to our ninth, 
and their ninth Hour to our twelve, 
every great Hour conſiſted of three of 
ours; and we know there was a morn- 
ing and evening Sacrifice conſtantly, 
under the Law of Moſes. To ſtir up 
Devotion, and mind them of their 
Duty in the Synazozue, ſeveral Memen— 
tos, or godly Sentences, were written 
vpon the Walls, ſuch as theſe ; Euter 
into the Houſe of the Lord thy God in Hu- 
mility. Silence in Time of Prayer is com- 
mendable. Prayer without Attention is like 
a Body without a Soul, Fc. For the ſame 
Eud ſeveral proper Sentences of Holy 
Scripture are ingraven upon the Walls 
of our Churches. 

The Mabometaus obſerve five Special 
Hours of Prayer: To perform this labo- 
rious Service they can go without Grudge 
to the publick Moſques ive Times a 
Day, wherein they ſay eighteen diſtin 
Prayers; in the Morning two Pray- 
ers, Afternoon four, before Sun-ſet 
four, after Sun-ſet four, before they 
fit down to Supper two, and after 
Supper two again. And a certain Au- 
thor reports thus of them: Their De- 
votion, Silence, and Order, is ſuch, that 
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T cannot but admire, comparing it with 
the contrary, in the Churches of Chriſti- 
ANSe. 

It's well known what Pains the Church 
of Rome is at in their Canonical Hours, 
which had their Original from the Jews 

reat Hours, and eight ia Number ; 
the firſt begins at fix a Clock at Night, 
and continues 'till nine; called Veſper— 
tine: The ſecond from nine to twelve; 
called the Completory: The third from 
Midnight to three a Clock; called the 
Nocturn: The fourth from three to ſix 
a Clock in the Morning; called the 
Matis: The fifth from ſix to nine ; 
called the firit Hour of the Day: The 
ſixth from nine to twelve; called the 
third Hour : The ſeventh from twelve 
to three ; called the fixth Hour: And 
the eighth Canonical Hour, is from 
three to ſix a Clock jn the Evening 
again; where the Veſpertinum begins, 
is called the niath Hour. It would 
be endleſs alſo to deſcribe the number- 
leſs Faſts, Feſtivals, and Holy Days, for 
all Manner of Saints, yea ſome which 
never were born, and divers other 

ccaſions; to every one of which is 
appointed a certain publick Office, and 
diſtin& Form of Divine Service. Da- 
randus reckons up five thouſand of them 
in the Year; but an innumerable Com- 
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pany of them are muſter'd vp by Ba- 
ronius, and Adonis, in their ancient and 
recent Roman Martyrologys. 

The ancient Eremites gave themſelves 
continually to Faſting and Prayer; Jobn 
Sormany the Egyptian ſtood Praying in 
a Rock three whole Years together; 
perpetual Chantrys and Oratorys, were 
kept up in their Churches for a long 
Time. The Clancularii were eſteemed 
Hereticks, becauſe they contemned and 
avoided all publick Meetings, thinking it 
enough to ſerve God in Private. And 
the Semper Orantes were put in the ſame- 
Claſs with: them, becauſe they made- 
Prayer their whole Exerciſe, and ne-- 
elected all other Duties, eſteeming this 
the principal. g 
And laſtly, how commendable was 
the Practice of the Apoſtles and Saints 
of the Primitive Church! Though St. Pe- 
ter and St. John had a double Portion of 
the Holy Ghoſt, and leſs Need of Pray- 
er than we; they went up to the Temple 
at the Hours of Prayer, they were daily 
in the Temple praying and praiſing God, . 
And wherever we find them, whe-- 
ther in the Temple or private Houſes, 
they were ſtill with ane accord at Prayer. 
This was the happy Opportunity, where- 
in the Holy Ghoſt deſcended upon them; 
Angels brought St. Peter out of Priſon, 
O 3 : and 
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. 
and other wonderful Tokens of God's 
Love and Favor were ſhown them. 
They gave themſelves continually to Pray- 
er, ſo that they had no Time to overſee 
the Poor. Innumerable other Inſtances 
might be given of their own and their 
Succeſſors, in the following primitive 


Centuries of flouriſhing Chriſtianity ; | 


their exceeding Intention, Delight, and 
Exerciſe, in this Duty, And while that 
was ſo much practiſed, Religion flou- 
riſned; but when that decay'd, this al- 
ſo died: And again at the Reforma- 


tion of Religion, this began to be in | 
Faſhion again, theſe mutually ſtand and 
fall; what may we fear ſhall befal this 


carnal and degenerate Ape ? 


And now l have brought forth 2 Cloud | 
of Witneſſes ;, and alledged the Practice 
and Example of Heathens, Turks, Jems, | 


and Others, whom we eſteem our Infe- 
riors, and not worthy of our Society; 
and yet it's well, if theſe do not riſe 
vp in Judgment againſt, and condemn 
many reformed Chriſtians, ſo called. And 
as God has vouchſafed us better means 
vf knowing, and larger Encouragements, 
Motives, and Helps, of performing our 
Duty to him, than he has beſtowed on 
them; this Neglect muſt. neceſlarily 
bring us into greater Condemnation, 
And moreover, the Omiſſion it ſelf 0 

much 


God, nor what I 
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much more hainons in «s, than in them; 
for the leaſt that can be ſaid of it, beſide 
other Aggravations, is, that The neglect 
of our Duty renders us guilty of abo- 
minable Perjury, and Breach of the Co- 
venant, which we made with God him- 

ſelf in Baptiſm, wherein we did ſolemn- 

ly Promiſe and vow to worſhip and ſerve - 
him obediently and truly all rhe Days of 


our Life. Wherefore by falling from 


this Duty, we Renounce our Baptiſm; 


and God reckons ſuch with Hea- 


thens, Jer. 10, 25. Pour out thy Fury up 
the Heathen that know thee not, and 
upon the Families that call net upon thy, 
Name; and all the Difference is, only. 
the nominal Chriſtian ſhall. be beater + 
with more Stripes; and it ſhall be more 
tolerable for thoſe of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, than for ſuch. 

It's not the Multitude or Lenoth of 
Prayers that 1s altogether acceptable to - 
plead for; for the 
Almighty ſaid to the ſuperſtitious Jews, . 
Iſaiah 1. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15. To what Pur- 
poſe is the Multitude of your Sacrifices unto 
me? Tye new Moons, the Sabbat ha, and cal- 
ling of Aſſemblies, I cannot away with; it's - 
Iniquity, they are a Trouble unto me, I ans + 
weary to bear them, &c. Likewiſe the Pha- 
riſees made many and long Prayers, only 


out of Hypocriſy, a vain Shew, and for a - 


Cloak 
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Cloak to greater Wickedneſs, but all 
their Reward was to have greater Con- 
demnation. And if they who take ſo 
much Pains in Religion be condemned 
for ſome partial Failing, much more ſhall 
they who totally negle&t their Duty. 
Both theſe fatal Rocks muſt be ſhunn'd ; 
the Idle and Lazy can expect nothing; 
and unleſs our Duties be rightly per- 
form'd in Faith, to the promoting of 
Holineſs in us, and the Glory of God ; 
a Multiplication of them proves a Bur- 
den and Bondage, and that's all. 

Now by this Time any judicions Chri- 
ſtian may ſee the Manner and Neceſſity 
of the Duty of publick Prayer, and be 
perſwaded (I hope) to comply with 
the Exhortation; but alas, worldly 
Mindedneſs is the grand Impediment ; 
we have a Yoke of Oxen to prove, a Farm 
to ſee, or a great deal of Buſineſs, 


we cannot come; it's not worth our * 


while to go to Prayers, and loſe the 
Opportuaity of doing our Buſineſs, or 
break our Appointment. Others weary 
of the Length, ſaying in Effet, when 
will the new Moon be gone, that we may 
fell Corn ? And the Sabbath, that we may 
ſet forth Wheat ? The Carnality of Men's 


Hearts muſt be removed, before therg 


be a hearty Delight and Compliance 
with this or any other Duty. And there 
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ore I would have you conſider the In- 
ſufficiency of this Excuſe : Though God 
commands and commends Diligence in Bu- 
neſs, and would have all Men to work, 
and uſe lawful Means for their Main- 
tenance ; yet, that's not the only End 
for which God made them. He com- 
mands us likewiſe to be fervent in Spirit, 


ſerving the Lord; that is ſubordinate 


to this; which is the priacipal and 
main End, and the only Thing we ought 
to be exercis'd in, And moreover, we 
are ſure that too much of that oppoſes 
this; for the Love of, God and the World 
cannot dwell together in one Heart; if any 
Man love the World (that is exceſſivel 
and immoderately) the Love of the Father 
is not in him; what is honeſt and com- 
mendable in its ſelf, is very unlawful 
and pernicious when it hinders the Ser- 
vice of God. 

And in the laſt Place; ſuch Men take 
the wrong Way to make their Buſineſs 
effectual and ſucceſsful ; for as Man 
does not live by Bread alone; ſo it's not 
our own Labour and Induſtry, our Power 
and Wiſdom, that brings our Purpoſes 
to a good Account, but only the Bleſ- 
ſing of God upon our lamſul Endeavours ; 
and if we depended more upon God for 
that, doubtleſs theſe would have more 
Succeſs, and al ſhould be Bleſſed which 
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we put our Hand unto; without which 
the People do labour in vain, for cer- 
tainly it's the Bleſſing of the Lord that 
maketh Rich; wichoue which our beſt 
Endeavours are but loſt Labour. 
Although the Fews were appointed 
to keep Holy every ſeventh Tear, where- 
in there was neither Sewing nor Reap- 
ing, they were nothing the poorer 
thereby ; for God Bleſſed the Increaſe 


of the eth Tear; that they had Sufh-. 


ciency of all Things 'till the ninth, 
Leviticus 25. And whereas they were 
to appear thrice every Tear before the 
Lord in the Temple; no Enemies ever 
invaded their Land, robbed their Goods, 
or any way injured them in their Ab- 
ſence; the Lord was their Defence. It's 
worthy our Obſervation, they never 
wanted any Thing, nor were oppreſſed 
by their neighbouring Adverſaries till 
they neglected their duty to God, 
then their Land became barren, and 
their Enemies oppreſſed them on every 
Side; otherwiſe while they ſerved God 
according to his Appointment, they 
flouriſhed in Wealth, Honour, and Peace, 
and were a Terror to their Enemies 
round about them. Although they had 
the Folly to tell the Prophet Feremiah ; 
that they had Plenty of Victuals, and 


were well, and ſaw no Evil while they 
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ueen of Heaven; 


all Things, and had been conſumed by 
the Sword and Famine ; but the Pro- 
phet's Anſwer is ſufficient to ſtop 
their Mouths, and all other wretch- 
ed Worldlings, viz. that All the Evil | 
that was come upon them, was becauſe 

of their Idolatry, and not Obeying God 
and Keeping ſtrictly to his Ordinances, the 


Tord could not bear their Impiety any 
longer, and did puniſh them at laſt ; tho 


many that forget him 'through their 


Affection to the World, may proſper 


for a Time; that is no Rule or En- 
couragement to an idle and profane 
Life; for their latter End is to be cut 
off and periſh ; there is a Cup of Bit- 
terneſs in their ſweeteſt Morſels, and a 
ſecret Curſe in their Bleſſings; they 
are fed againſt the Day of Slaughter. 
And who ever envied the Ox that is 
incloſed in a good Paſture, to be fatte- 
ned for the Shambles; or the Male- 
factor, that the Sun ſhone upon him in 
going to Execution ? But the righteous 
Man is in a far better State ; he is 
bleſſed in his Out-going and In-coming, 
and in all that he puts his Hand to. 
He is bleſſed in his own Perſon, his 
Eſtate and Poſterity; a little that he 
has is better than the Riches of many 

| wicked 
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wicked Men put together, he and they 
ſhall enjoy the Earth,. long. Life, and 
Happineſs for ever. Mark thou the per- 


fet Man, and behold the upright Man, 


for the. End of that Man is Peace. But 
to this Purpoſe read the twenty eighth 
Chapter of Deuteronomy throughout, and 
ſeveral Expreſſions, Promiſes, and In- 
ſtances, to that Purpoſe, in the Book of 
Judges, and other hiſtorical Parts of the 
Holy Scripture, where it's aſſerted, that 
while they ſought the Lord, God made them 
to proſper , but upon their Idolatry, 
Profaneneſs, and Carnality, they were 
curſed and blaſted in all they put their 
Hands to. It was upon this Account 
that God made all that Jacob, Joſias, 
Hez.ckias, and others did, to proſper; 
and. likewiſe; a# that the godly Man doth 
ſhall proſper, Pſalm 1. 3. and again Pſalm 
67. 4, 5z 6, 7. Let all the Nations 
praiſe thee, O God, Let the People praiſe 
thee, yea Let all the People praiſe thee, 
then ſhall the Earth yield her Increaſe, and 
God, even our God ſhall bleſs us; that is 
the Condition; and how can we expect 
this without that? There is a natural 
and neceſſary Connexion between them, 
which can never be diſſolved, nor the 
Reward obtain'd, without performing 
the Condition required. 
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Its no Wonder, that many are blaſted 
and croſſed in their Affairs, becauſe 
they undertake them without any Im- 
portunity for the Divine Bleſſing there- 
upon. Plutarch aſcribed the Unſucceſ- 
fulneſs of the Roman Armies, to the 
Neglect of Sacrificing to their Gods; 
which indeed they ſeldom or never for- 
got to do at their firſt Setting out a- 
gainſt their Enemies, nor at their Re- 
turn from the Victory; wherein they 
condemn us. 

In the foregoing Hiſtorico-theological 
Account of the manner and Method of 
Divine Service among us, it may be ob- 
ſerved, that many are ſo far degenerate 
from the primitive Inſtitution, and fal- 
len back from that neceſſary Duty of 
publick Morning and Evening Prayers, at 
leaſt in the Temple; that the firſt is con- 
fined to twice a Week, and the latter 


totally neglected, becauſe of the Pauci- 


ty of Supplicants. And thus the Life 
and Practice of Chriſtianity is in Dan- 


ger to be loſt ; we provoke God's In- 


dignation and Curſe upon us, and all 
that we put our Hands to; and de- 
prive our ſelves of the Comfort and 


| Bleſſings which he has promiſed, and 
we might expect in doing of our Duty, 
earneſtly and conſtantly according as 
he has commanded us, 


The 
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The laſt great Hindrance to this e. 


allo prevents many from going to the 
publick Ordinances on the Lord's Day, be- 
cauſe they think they can reap as much 
Benefit by Reading a good Book at Home,
